Lieut.  Jack  W.  Willhite,  a  student 
at  the  College  in  1940-42,  lias  recently 
been  assigned  to  n  veteran  15th'  AAF 
P-51  Mustang  fighter  group  in  Italy. 

He  will  fly  combat  against  the 
enemy  with  a  group  which  1ms  par¬ 
ticipated  in  every  major  aerial  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Mediterranean  Thentrc 
since  April,  1943,  and  which  has  the 
outstanding  record  of  having  de¬ 
stroyed  475  enemy  planes  in  aerial 
combat  on  325  missions.  This  group 
has  been  awarded  two  Distinguished 
Unit  Citations  for  outstanding  a- 
ehievements  in  nerinl  combat,  and 
was  the  first  .fighter  group  to  fly 
the  historic  Italy-to-Russia  shuttle 
mission  in  June  of  this  year.  . 

The  principal  type  of  aerial  opera¬ 
tion  which  Lieut.  Willhite  will  fly 
will  be  high  altitude  heavy  bomber 
escort  in  aerial  assaults  upon  strategic 
railroad  yards,  oil  refineries,  landing 
grounds,  and  aircraft  production 
plnnts  in  Germany  and  German  con¬ 
trolled  territory.
